Throughout this school year, I have observed with pride the high standards of appearance, discipline, and 
performance of duty maintained by the cadet candidates at the Preparatory School. 

It has been a pleasure to note the ardent spirit. the fervent enthusiasm, and firm determination with 
which you have entered upon any assigned task, whether in the classroom, on the drill field, or on the athletic 
field. I feel confident that with such spirit and determination you will be successful in your ambition to enter 
West Point whether you make it this year, or whether you have to try again next year. 
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Captain Howard P. Reece, the Preparatory School Adjutant, entered the army in 1938 and was discharged 
to accept a commission in 1943. His wartime service includes 19 months in the China-Burma-India and Pacific 
Theaters, for which he was awarded the Bronze Star Medal, three Distinguished Unit Citations and seven Bat- 
tle Stars. A familiar figure in his trim uniform and battle-scarred car, Captain Reece is one of the most popular 
officers at the school. He was born in Rosman, North Carolina. 


Captain Allen E. Ferguson, the Commanding Officer of the 2nd Company, hails from Chico, California.

Division, and the 3lst Infantry Regiment in Korea. He holds the Purple Heart, Combat Infantryman’s Badge, 
and the Bronze Star with oak leaf cluster. Captain Ferguson attended Chico State College, Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, and Ohio State University. 


Captain Robert W. Powell, Commander of the First Company, has been a member of the Preparatory 
School’s Military Staff since its beginning in 1946. A veteran of campaigns in Normandy, Ardennes Alsace, north- 
ern France, the Rhineland, and central Germany, he served with the 38th Infantry Regiment, 2nd Infantry 
Division. He has received the Purple Heart, Bronze Star, and the Combat Infantryman’s Badge. Captain Powell 
hails from Wellington, Ohio. 


Lieutenant Richard D. Healy, the Supply Officer, is a native of Natick, Massachusetts, and a graduate of 
Norwich University. He entered the Army as a 2nd Lieutenant, Cavalry, in 1942, and served in France, Germany, 
and Austria with the 103rd Cavalry Reconnaissance Troop as a Platoon Leader. He is a recipient of the Bronze 
Star with V-device and three Battle Stars. In addition to his duties as Supply Officer, Lieutenant Healy has been

Lieutenant Robert T. Leonard, the Athletic and Recreation Officer, entered the Army in 1941 and saw 
service in Panama and the European Theatre.

Lt. Colonel Wiley B. Wisdom, Jr., our new Commandant, graduated from West Point with the class of 
39. After graduation, 2nd Lt. Wisdom, commissioned as an infantry officer, served with the 10th Infantry 
Regiment at Fort Thomas, Kentucky; Fort Custer, Michigan; and in Iceland. From November 1942 until 
December 1943, he was an instructor at the Infantry School, Fort Benning, Georgia. After leaving Fort 
Benning, he joined the 100th Infantry Division at Fort Bragg, North Carolina. A few months later he 
went overseas with this division, where he commanded an infantry battalion during the fighting in France 
and Germany. He was awarded the Combat Infantryman’s Badge, Bronze Star with oak leaf cluster, and 
French Croix de Guerre with palm. Lt. Colonel Wisdom was assigned as executive officer of the Prepara- 
tory School in July, 1947 and assumed command of our school in March, 1948.

Raymond M. Coolidge, as director of the Academic De- 
partment, has indeed done a commendable job. He at- 
tended the U. S. Naval Academy, Mansfield Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Ohio University, and Harvard Graduate School of 
Education. He received the Bachelor Degree at Ohio Uni- 
versity and the Master’s Degree at Harvard. His teaching 
experience has been in public and private schools previous 
to his association with the U.S.M.A. Preparatory program 
at Cornell University and Amherst College. He became di- 
rector of the preparatory school in July, 1946, when it was 
first established at Stewart Field. His wife and three chil- 
dren reside in his hometown of Wellsboro, Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Zane A. Wilson, Instructor in Charge of the Mathe- 
matics Department, has spared no effort in his attempt to 
give us a firm background in mathematics.

The mathematics course, which was organized by Mr.

PREPARING FOR WEST POINT

For more than a quarter of a century, the Army has assisted 
enlisted candidates in passing the entrance requirements for the 
United States Military Academy. During World War L this assis- 
tance was given at the post level, at informal schools supervised by 
post officers who were recent graduates of West Point. After the 
war, schools organized on a Corps Area basis replaced post schools, 
and qualified officers were assigned to primary duty as instructors. 


After the outbreak of World War IL because of the shortage 
of qualified instructors and the necessity for qualifying an ever 
increasing number of candidates, the preparatory school system 
was consolidated under the Army Service Forces, and arrange- 
ments were made for training at three civilian educational in- 
stitutions — Amherst College, Lafayette College, and Cornell 
University. In 1945, a further consolidation resulted in all training 
being given at Amherst. 


The termination of World War II and the consequent overcrowd- 
ing of civilian institutions by returning veterans necessitated a fur- 
ther change. In June 1946, the United States Military Academy Pre- 
paratory School was established at Stewart Field, adjacent to the 
Military Academy at West Point. The School is under the direction 
of the Superintendent of the Military Academy. 


The mission of the Preparatory School is: (a) to prepare prop- 
erly assigned students to pass the requirements for admission to the 
United States Military Academy; (b) to give these students a foun- 
dation for the academic, military. and physical training courses at 
the Military Academy: and (c) to indoctrinate students in the 
methods and practices of the Military Academy. 


For instruction and training, the Preparatory School is organized 
into a Military Department and an Academic Department. The Mil- 
itary Department consists of adminsirative, supply, and staff sec- 
tions. The cadet candidate training battalion is composed of two 
training companies of a variable number of rifle platoons. Com- 
mand and control is exercised through a school cadre, assisted by 
officers and noncommissioned officers appointed from the cadet 
candidates. The Academic Department consists of the English, his- 
tory, and mathematics sections, the instructor in charge of each 
section being responsible to the Academic Director for the smooth 
functioning of his section. 


The training program is conducted in two courses. The basic 
course, designed to prepare trainees for the March entrance exam- 
inations, extends from early September each year until the day 
preceding the March entrance examinations. Normally, candidates 
taking the March entrance examinations are not transferred to this 
course after 1 February. As much of this course as possible is re- 
peated from the middle of March until the middle of June, for candi- 
dates authorized to take the special examination at West Point in 
June. The basic course includes instruction in algebra, plane geom- 
etry, English, and - merican history. 


The advanced course, extending from about 15 March until 
about | June gives the candidates a firmer foundation for courses to 
be taken during their attendance at the Military Academy. It in- 
cludes instruction in advanced algebra, trigonometry, solid geom- 
etry, English, ancient history, and analytic geometry. 


The courses are not confined to academic subjects; physical and 
military training are included as well. The objective of the physical 
training program is to condition each cadet candidate to pursue his 
training as a cadet at the Military Academy with maximum physi- 
cal fitness. The objective of the military training program is to reach 
and maintain the standard of basic training required of the grad- 
uates of replacement centers. 


The U.S.M.A. Preparatory School is composed of a Headquar- 
ters and a training cadre, a cadet candidate training battalion, and 
a corps of civilian instructors. The training cadre consists of a Com- 
mandant, an Executive Officer, an Adjutant, a Supply Officer, an 
Athletic Officer, and two Company Commanders. 


Every officer, warrant officer, and enlisted man on active duty 
in the Armed Forces—Army, Air Force, Navy, Marine, Coast Guard 
— who holds a letter of appointment to the United States Military 
Academy (issued by the Department of the Army as a principal, al- 
ternate, or competitor, is eligible to attend the Preparatory School, 
provided he meets the required physical qualifications in a prelim- 
inary physical examination. 


Soon after his arrival at the Preparatory School, the Candidate 
is oriented by the commandant in the history, purposes, scope, stan- 
dards, requirements and restrictions of the Preparatory School. All 
personnel reporting for enrollment are immediately classified as 
cadet candidates. Insignia of grade are not worn by Cadet candi- 
dates within the limits of the reservation, but are authorized for wear 
when off the reservation with the proper authority. Discipline is 
maintained by use of the demerit and confinement system, confine- 
ment being used in the Military Academy sense. Although little time 
is available for athletics, all cadet candidates are required to take 
part in athletic events, either intramural or with outside teams. 


Candidates are rated on their aptitude for the military service 
by an aptitude board, a procedure similar to that of the Military 
Academy. 


During release from quarters, cadet candidates may receive 
visitors in the Visitors’ Room, adjacent to the Headquarters build- 
ing. This room also is available for reading, cards, and quiet games. 
There also is a well equipped day room. Arrangements are made, 
from time to time, for candidates to attend athletic events at West 
Point and movies at the Army Department Theater. A Post Library 
also is available. 


The candidate’s day is a full one. Reveille is at 0630 and taps at 
2230. He attends academic classes from 0800 to 1150, and from 1300 
to 1450; then he has physical or military training for an hour. After 
supper he studies for two hours. 


Under this well rounded training program, a large proportion 
of the cadet candidates are successful in meeting the high stan- 
dards of admission to the Military Academy. Out ofthe 339 who took 
the 1947 entrance examinations, 72 per cent were successful. Many 
of those who failed had reported to the Preparatory School only a 
short time prior to the examination.

candidates practice in command and a foretaste of the system used at West Point. 


Upon the recommendation of the Company Commanders five cadet candidates were ap- 
pointed to the staff. Donald H. Ross was selected as Battalion Commander, in charge of both com- 
panies. Robert N. Kelley, S-3 and Executive Officer, was supervisor of training. George H. Up- 


church was Battalion S-1, in charge of Personnel and social activities. The post of Battalion S-4 


was given to Donald W. Barton, whose specific duties were the management and accounting of 
supplies. In charge of Battalion athletics was Richard T. Shea, who was responsible to the Bat- 
talion Commander for the smooth-functioning of the athletic program. These men have all had 
experience as Cadet Candidate Officers, and in view of this experience and their leadership quali- 


ties were well-qualified to fill these posts.

All this time Ross and Simonet are in their rooms doing push-ups by 
the numbers. 


As the last note of taps sounds and the last scream of anguish is muffled in a pillow, we leave this U.S.M.A.P. 
Utopia, the Second Platoon, First Company.
